The war trade board’s announcement 
said the release of the craft had been 
decided upon because the war emer- 
gency had passed and because of the’ 
wish of the board to return ships and 
trade to normal channels and condi- 
tions as quickly. as p sible. 

Return of these vessels will mark 
the conclusion of protracted discus- 
sion and procedure relating to the 
question, which began soon after the 
United States entered the war.

‘Why must we always try to delude ourselves? 
Instinct, necessity, and desire. rule. Upon them a 
durable structure of idealism and humanity can be 
built, a protective structure can be built. The 
progress of the world can be developed from these 
essential impulses. But nothing can be built upon 
other foundations. | 

Other nations, great nations, being realistic, may 
put new masks on old faces and give new terms 
to old facts, but they will not be, deluded. The 
savvy of a thousand years will save them. The 

United States is the only great nation which prob- 
ably will swallow fllusion, bait, hook, and sinker. 

We may be able to afford to go into these new 
schemes if we retain our own power of assertive- 
ness, our own means of protection, consider our 
own requirements. We shall not then be less 
altruistic. We shall merely be canny. Otherwise 
the Lord help us. 


THE FARMER AND FALLING 


MARKETS. 
Mr. Hoover's latest statement gives us to under 


stand that the sudden ending of the war has pro. || 


duced a situation of the utmost Sravity for the 
American farmer. Where the allied nations were 


formerly purchasing all the foodstuffs they could 


get from American markets they are now turning 
to markets where prices are lower. Due to the 
efforts of our farmers, the production of grains— 
especially wheat—and live stock has been greater 
than ever before. With the withdrawal of foreign 
purchasers and with more than a normal surplus 
on hand Mr. Hoover fears that Prices will fall 
below the cost of production. 

If the situation is as serious as Mr. Hoover 
paints it we should think the government's first 
concern would be to adopt measures to protect the 
farmer. There is a certain degree of irony in a 
Situation which seems to demand Mr. Hoover's 

presence in Paris for the purpose of feeding Europe 
while at the same time our own farmers are unable 
to dispose of their products. The problem of feed. 
ing Europe does not, from this distance, seem to be 
so much one of a deficiency in world food supply 
as of their willingness to pay the price. 

Nr. Hoover urges the farmers, merchants, pack-

It is clear gain to Thompson to divide the op- 
position against itself. It may be certain defeat 
to the opposition so to divide itself. Then what 
does any opposition candidate gain? No one gains 
anything except Thompson, who gains renomina- 
tion. 

We do not assume to say that either of the two 
opposition candidates has a better claim as leader 
of the opposition than the other. We do say that 
the two are defeating their own purposes and 
legitimate ambitions—or are taking the chance of 
defeating each other without defeating Thompson. 
He gains, They do not. 

It would be a good fight if one of the two would 
withdraw. Each one probably will say, “Why 
me?” All we can say is that if the matter were 
left to the flip of a coin, one of the two might have 
more chance of being mayor of Chicago than if 
both continue in the fight. That is a practical con- 
sideration. It is worth taking into account. 

It would be a good thing for the city of, Chicago 
to defeat Mayor Thompson. The man who with- 
drew might consider that he did more to bring 
about this defeat by withdrawing than he possibly 
could do by running. |

matter how ‘flagrant, if committed 
nominally in the interest of labor, has 
either a warped mind or a tainted soul, 
and should be trusted by no honest 
man. 

It was largely the indignant and con- 
temptuous dislike aroused in our minds 
by the demagogues of this class which 
then prevented those of us whose in- 
stincts at bottom were sound from 
going as far as we ought to have gone 
along the lines of government control 
of corporations and governmental in- 
terference on behalf of labor. 

I did, however, have one exceedingly 
useful experience. A bill was intro- 
duced by the Cigarmakers’ union to 
prohibit the manufacture of cigars in 
tenement houses. I was appointed one 
of a committee of three to investigate 
conditions in the tenement houses and 
see if legislation should be had. 

Of my two colleagues on the commit- 
tee, one took no interest in the meas- 
ure and privately said he did not think 
it was right, but that he had to vote 
for it because the labor unions were 
strong in his district and he was 
pledged to support the bill. 

The other, a sporting Tammany man 
who afterwards abandoned politics for 
the racetrack, was a very good fellow. 
He told me frankly that he had to be 
-against the bill because certain in- 
terests which were all powerful and 
with which hé had dealings required 
him to be against it, but that I was a 
free agent, and that if I would look 
into the matter he believed I would 
favor the legislation. 


Visits Tenement Districts. 


As a matter of fact, I had supposed 
I would be against the legislation, and 
I rather think that I was put on the 
committee with, the idea, for the re- 
spectable people I knew were against 
it: it was contrary to the principles of 
political economy of the laissez faire 
kind, and the business men who spoke 
to me about it shook their heads and 
said that it was designed to prevent a 
man doing as he wished and as he had 
a right to do with what was his own.

Their choice of the words “hallowed” 
and home as applicable to the re- 
volting conditions attending the manu- 
facture of cigars in tenement houses 
showed that they had no idea what it 
was that they were deciding. Imagine 
the “hallowed” associations of a 
“home” consisting of one room, where 
two families, one of. them with a 
boarder, live, eat, and work! 


Blocked Reform Legislation. 
This decision completely blocked 


tenement house reform legislation in 


New York for a score of years, and 
hampers it to this day. It was one of 
the most serious setbacks which the 
cause of industrial and social progress 
and reform ever received. : 

I had been brought up to hold the 
courts in especial reverence. The peo- 
ple with whom I was most intimate 
were apt to praise the courts for just. 
such decisions as this, and to speak of 
them as bulwarks against disorder and 
barriers against demagogic legislation. 
These were the same people with 
whom the judges who rendered these 
decisions were apt to foregather at so- 
cial clubs, or dinriers, or in private life. 
Very naturally they all tended to look 
at things from the same standpoint. 

Of course it took more than one ex- 
perience such as this tenement cigar 
case to shake me out of the attitude 
in which I was brought up. But vari- 
ous decisions, not only of the New York 
court but of certain other state courts,
